THE NEW addition of camel racing to the tra¬ 
ditional Cotley Point to Point steeplechase on 
Sunday was declared an outstanding success 
by the organisers. 

The already popular annual event, held near 
Chard and in its 61st year, welcomed a 
bumper crowd of over 2,500 people for the 
camel and horse races, which together with 
the Cotley hedge laying and vintage tractor 
ploughing ,held the previous day, raised 
£5,500 for the Dorset and Somerset Air Am¬ 
bulance charity. 

Cotley Point to Point chairman Tom Eames, 
who took over the role this year from his fa¬ 
ther, Vyvyan Eames, said: “We believe it’s the 
first time camel racing has taken place at a 
point to point race meeting in Somerset. It has 
really captured people’s imaginations, every¬ 
one has been talking about the camel racing 
for weeks now and the attendance level of our 
point to point was up 60 per cent despite it 
being Mothering Sunday.” 

Families from across the West Country 
flocked to watch both Bactrian (two humps) 
and Dromedaries (one hump) camels, steered 
by enthusiastic jockeys wearing colourful 
Arabian costume, gallop across the ancient 
Cotley turf in glorious sunshine. 

The camels are bred and specially trained by 
Rebecca and Joseph Fossett of Warwickshire- 
based Joseph’s Amazing Camels, and it was 
clear that, on this their first outing of the sea¬ 
son, they were more than ready for action. 

Mrs Fossett said: “People tend to think of 
camels as not being particularly fast but in fact 
they are pretty speedy. We have clocked them 
doing 25 mph on the beach.” 

All the jockeys had to raise a minimum of 
£150 in sponsorship in order to secure their 
place on one of the desert beasts, but such was 
the appeal of the camel racing many of the 
riders raised in excess of £500 each. Somerset

businesses also queued up to support the 
camels with sponsorship. 

Veterinary surgeon Nicola Eisenhauer, 25, 
of the Kingfisher Veterinary Practice said: 
“When I agreed to race a camel, I thought my 
boss was joking.” 

But her boss was in fact serious and she was 
entered in the hotly-contested Somerset vets 
race, sponsored by Courtash Property Devel¬ 
opers, which was won by rival Tessa Porter, 
53, of Coombefield Veterinary Hospital on 
King Faisal’s Pet. 

Speaking on the more traditional races, Mr 
Eames continued: “We’ve had an excellent 
turnout for the horse racing, too, with a lot of 
support from both local and top trainers. 

“Joshua Newman, fresh from his success at 
Cheltenham, won the open maiden on his 
family trained, homebred bay mare Tikkeche. 
The Herrod, Legg and Symes families, who 
are all Cotley supporters, had multiple entries 
on the day. 

“At the other end of the spectrum, 12 keen 
riders under 16 took part in the pony racing 
and it was a joy to see the beaming faces of 
these young jockeys who are the future of rac¬ 
ing.” 

Leading point to point trainer Richard Bar¬ 
ber, who had a winner in the restricted race 
with the six-year-old bay gelding Pure Oxy¬ 
gen, ridden to victory by Will Biddock, was 
among the crowds watching the camel racing. 

The organisers wish to thank the Cotley sup¬ 
porters and those who added to the day’s en¬ 
tertainment, including birch cutters, fence 
builders, bar and food staff, car park and gate

We enjoy good 
quality health services in Somerset but I 
and my clinical commissioning col¬ 
leagues are determined to bring about 
more integrated health and social care 
services for local people, particularly for 
our growing elderly population and those 
living with long-term ill health. 

“GPs are the people whom the public 
turn to for the majority of their day-to-day 
health needs and are ideally placed to lis¬ 
ten to the needs of their patients and car¬ 
ers. Supporting people to make informed 


decisions and to develop their own skills, 
knowledge and confidence to self care 
will be essential. As doctors it is a matter 
of deep concern that we see more and 
more relatively younger patients becom¬ 
ing ill or dying prematurely after years of 
poor diet, little exercise and drinking or 
smoking to excess. 

“If we are to secure a positive future for 
our NHS we must all start to take more re¬ 
sponsibility for our health and the wellbe¬ 
ing of our communities. Unlocking the 
potential of modern technology in health 
and social care is an area that could that I 
am keen to develop in Somerset” 

Dr Dolman trained as a doctor Notting¬ 
ham, qualifying in 1991 and working first 
in surgical jobs before becoming a Gen¬ 
eral Practitioner in Axbridge and Wed¬ 
more, 17 years ago. 

Somerset CCG was among the first of 
30 new GP led health commissioning 
groups to be established in England fol¬ 
lowing the passing of the 2012 Health and 
Social Care Act. It is responsible for the 
planning and funding of health services to 
the county’s 540,000 residents. It has an 
annual budget of over £680 million 
pounds.

Doug has spent the last 25 years bringing the 
most remarkable sights in the natural world into our 
homes. His camera work features in the hugely suc¬ 
cessful BBC documentaries including 'Blue Planet', 
'Planet Earth','Life'and 'Frozen Planet'. He has also 
covered expeditions to Everest, South America and 
Himalayas. 

Illustrated with mesmerising footage and photo¬ 
graphs from his film-making career, we'll hear how 
Doug overcame incredible odds to capture images 
of the planet's most magnificent animals. Audiences 
can ask Doug questions about his encounters and 
travels, and discover what it's like to be up close and 
personal with nature's biggest creatures.

the lens, as the subject of BBC documentaries. In 
'Ocean Giants' he filmed whales and dolphins 
around the globe, while'Wild Cameramen At Work' 
singled him out as the most experienced polar 
cameraman in the world. He was one of the cam¬ 
eramen and presenters on Operation Iceberg. 

Doug's recently published book, Freeze Frame, 
about his life as a polar and underwater camera¬ 
man, will be available to buy on the night. 

The Dunfermline-born filmmaker began his ca¬ 
reer as a marine biologist and has been swimming 
with marine mammals for over 35 years. He spent 
seven years in Antarctica as a research diver, scien¬ 
tist and photographer for the British Antarctic Sur¬ 
vey, before changing direction to full time filming 
in 1985. 

Doug has been involved with over 60 films and 
series, and has worked for the BBC, Discovery, Na¬ 
tional Geographic, and many others.

As the successor to the legendary Beetle, of which 
over 21.5 million units were built, the Golf Mk I, de¬ 
signed by Giorgio Giugiaro and Volkswagen Design, 
had to live up to the immense expectations that it 
would carry on the success story of what until then 
was the world's most successful car. It worked: the 
modern and reliable drive concept, the excellent spa¬ 
tial economy and ultimately the design as well, won 
over the market to such an extent that by October 
1976 the one-millionth Golf had been produced. 

In launching the first Golf GTI (in 1976), Volkswagen 
heralded the introduction of greater dynamism in this 
class, while the Golf D (naturally aspirated diesel en¬ 
gine, 1976) and the later Golf GTD (turbodiesel, 1982) 
marked the breakthrough for diesel cars in the com¬ 
pact segment.

ries to have front airbags, starting in 1992, while major 
advances in the area of car body construction also re¬ 
sulted in significantly improved crash safety. In addi¬ 
tion, numerous other technological milestones of the 
model range are linked to the third Golf. Many new 
features made their debut in this new Golf: the first six 
cylinder engine (VR6), cruise control, oxidation cat¬ 
alytic converter for diesel engines (1991) and the first 
direct injection diesel engines (TDI in 1993). Likewise, 
ABS became a standard feature on all Golf models in 
1996. In 1993, Volkswagen had also introduced a new 
convertible based on the Golf Mk III, a new all-wheel 
drive model (syncro II) and the first GolfVariant (an es¬ 
tate). 

Golf Mk IV: Under the direction of Hartmut WarkuB, 
then Head of Design at Volkswagen (Group), the Golf 
Mk IV crystallised the clear, precise design that lived 
up to the history of the Volkswagen brand more than 
ever before while setting its course to the future. With 
the debut of ESC (in 1998), the car continued to de¬ 
mocratise safety. Also in 1998, Volkswagen unveiled 
the first all-wheel-drive Golf with a Haldex clutch - the 
Golf 4MOTION. One year later, ESC became a standard 
feature, initially in Germany. 

The first direct-injection engine (FSI) and the debut 
of the standard head airbag (window airbags) fol¬ 
lowed in 2002. Also in 2002, Volkswagen launched the 
R32, with a top speed of 250 km/h (155 mph). It was 
this top model of the range that in 2003 was the first 
to debut with the revolutionary dual-clutch gearbox 
(DSG). 

Golf Mk V: This was the Golf that boasted levels of 
comfort and dynamic performance that left many 
competitors way behind in 2003. The same went for 
the car's security features. One factor that underlines 
the stability of the laser- 
welded bodywork was 
the 35 per cent increase 
in torsional rigidity 
demonstrated when the 
Golf Mk V made its debut 
in 2003. On request, the 
Golf was now also avail¬ 
able for the first time 
with side airbags - to¬ 
gether with the six stan¬ 
dard airbags (front, side 
front and window) there 
were thus eight protec¬ 
tive air buffers on board. 


In comfort as well as dynamic performance, the Golf 
Mk V scored in numerous areas, including: its new 
four-link rear suspension, seven-speed DSG, bi-xenon 
headlights, panoramic sliding sunroof, plus the world's 
first twincharger (in the 2006 TSI), combining turbo- 
and supercharger. In 2006, the Golf Plus made its 
debut; in 2007, the CrossGolf, a new Estate and the ex¬ 
tremely fuel-efficient Golf BlueMotion (4.51/100 km or 
62.8 mpg). 

Golf Mk VI: In just four years, a further 2.85 million 
Golf cars had been produced by the end of July 2012, 
based on the sixth generation of the car launched in 
2008. And once again safety made great advances 
too: the car body was so rugged that it passed the Eu- 
roNCAP crash test with flying colours, gaining the 
maximum five stars. Meanwhile, more TSI engines and 
a transition among the turbodiesel engines (TDI) from 
unit injection to the common rail system resulted in 
greater dynamic performance and lower fuel con¬ 
sumption. A top performer here was the second Golf 
BlueMotion with a combined fuel consumption of just 
3.81/100 km (74.3 mpg), equivalent to 99 g/km of C02. 
New assistance systems, such as Light Assist automatic 


main beam management and Park Assist, made the 
sixth generation the most advanced Golf to date. 

Golf Mk VII: On 4 September 2012, Volkswagen cel¬ 
ebrated the world premiere of the seventh generation 
Golf. The weight of the new Golf was reduced by up 
to 100 kg, thereby reversing the often cited upward 
weight spiral. Fuel economy was hence also improved 
by up to 23 per cent. The new Golf TDI BlueMotion 
consumes only 3.21/100 km (88.3 mpg) (equivalent to 
85 g/km ofC02) under standard NEDC conditions. In 
addition, Volkswagen has equipped the Golf with an 
entire armada of new assistance systems - some as 
options and others as standard. In 2014, Volkswagen 
electrifies the compact class with the Golf: the all-elec¬ 
tric e-Golf with a range of around 190 kilometres is al¬ 
ready available to buy. In addition, the new Golf GTE 
will be launched in autumn. Its plug-in hybrid drive 
system achieves a standard fuel consumption of 1.5 
1/100 km; in all-electric mode, the Golf GTE can be 
driven for 50 kilometres. 

The Golf is the most successful model ever built by 
Volkswagen. In the summer of 2013 the 30 millionth 
Golf was built.

The six-year-old mare ran 17 races be¬ 
fore winning her Maiden, but: "She has 
filled out, grown up and is learning to 
stay better," reported her trainer.
